A funny little story will show the method used by tho con­ 
tractor for the building of Camp Sherman for IO per cent of its 
cost, to increase his profits by adding dollars to the government's 
expenses to get dimes for himself. 
The story is part of the testimony of Mr. Scobi<\ a carpenter 
before the congressional subcommittee holding hearings in Co- 
lunibus. Suit! he: 
“One day the block boss told me and my helper to go through 
a row of barracks buildings (a1 out 30) and tuke off the sheet of 
tin behind each s t o v e , double it up and throw it out for the scrap 
men. Then we were to put on a new sheet with aslvestos mid* r it. 
He told us not to get ahead of two other nu n who were working 
on the next row of buildings. 
“We worked through several, and not seeing the other mer*, 
thought them ahead of us so we hurried up and after while, saw- 
two men at a building in our l o w . 
We skipped it and found no 
tin behind the stoves, so wa put on sheets with asbestos. Going 
over the ground again, we found that we had worked so fast that 
we had ov< itaken the man who was putting the tins on and that 
coming tiehind us. had taken olf oui- tins with asbestos under 
them and put on tin alone. So we took these off and put on new 
ones with a s b e s t o s to tho end of the row." 
The contractor’s profit on this destruction of property was 
not large but it cost you and me two liberty bonds. 
The 30 odd foremen and mechanics testifying put the unneces­ 
sary cost of the cantonment at half to th^ee-quarters of the over

W ASHINGTON Nov. l l — The great 
fighting machine which a year ago to­ 
day had amazed its associates and its 
enemies by completing the gruelling 
cam paign of the Argonne immediately ' 
i^ te r striking the sw ift blow in the 
bt. Mihiel area and im mediately be 
fore poising itself for another and 
even mightier advance fa rth er to the 
southeast, has been contracted again ! 
to a modest fraction of its form er size. 1 
O f the four million men or more 1 
which last November constituted the 
stren gth of our arm y scercely a q u a rt­ 
er of a million remain. 
The record of 
tran sp ortin g 2,000,000 soldiers to E u r­ 
ope in the last year of hostilities has 
bein duplicated by returning more 
th an th at num ber in the year since 
hostilities ceased. 
The fleets of commercial 
vessels, 
gathered from nil qu arters of earth 
and concentrated in the Atlantic ship­ 
ping lanes, have gone back again 
to their form er and fa r scattered ow n­ 
ers. 
The dead weight tons redelivered 
by the w ar departm ent now am ount to 
4,000.00(1, laving scarcely more than 
850.000 tons under arm y control. 
The abrupt term ination of fighting 
left us many thousands of contracts 
in force. 
Of these more than 27000 
were immediately suspended, having a 
value of $3,900,000,000.
